Gale Kills 300 
Train Blown 
from Track 


. -BULLETIN. 

Fargo, N. D., June 23.—Reports 
of a death list ranging from 300 
to 400, due to the tornado that 


struck Fergus Falls, Minn., seventy 
miles southeast of here, Sunday 
afternoon, were received here this 

St. Paul, Minn., June 22.—The de- 
struction of the central section of 
Fergus Falls, Minn. by a tornado, 
with a loss of perhaps 200 lives, was 
reported tonight by railroad officials 
and dispatches from nearby towns. 

A. Larson of Fergus Falls gave de- 
tails of the tornado to Mayor J. D. 
Dole of Elbow Lake, Minn., making 
the trip there’ by automobile after the 
storm. The distance is twenty-five 
miles. ; 

A severe electrical storm broke the 
Sunday peace, Larson said, and swept 
up Union avenue, the principal busi- 
ness street, demolishing every buliding 
for a distance of three blocks and 
scores of-residence on adjacent streets. 
Larson helped recover ten bodies from 
the ruins, he said, before leaving for 
Elbow Lake for relief. 

Forty persons were buried in the 
ruins of the Grand hotel, Larson said, 
and many more in the Great Northern 
depot. 

Limited Blown from, Track...

Falls, but early reports said only one 
passenger was injured. The passengers 
were taken to Moorhead, Minn. Miss 
Marie Kelly of Chicago sufferéd an 
injured ankle. 

Reports from Staples sa:d the Great 
Northern depot at Fergus Falls also 
was blown down and many was 
killed there. 

Brainerd, Minn, reabdenits saw the 
storm sweeping in a northeasterly di- 
rection, passing over several towns 
after its Gestruction at Fergus Falls, 
buf no other towns in that vicinity re- 
ported serious damage. 

At 11 o’clock tonight a special train 
left the Twin Cities bound for Fergus 
Falls, and is expected to reach there 
about 3 o'clock tomorrow morning. 
Gov. Burnquist, Adjt. Gen. Rhinow, 
seventy-five sanitary corps troops, and 
a’ large party of doctors, nurses, and 
railroad officials left on the special. 


Baggage Car Singled Out. 

Train No. 1 was traveling between 
thirty and forty miles an hour when 
the twister struck the baggage car 
twenty miles west of Fergus Falls, 
throwing seven of the eleven cars from 
the rails. The baggage car was torn 
out and set down thirty feet from the 
rails at right angles to them. The 
suction also tore out the tracks under 
this car. . 


Another baggage car, ae express 
car, the smoker, and three day coaches 


képt their momentum and their trucks 
were piled up where the track had 
been ctemoved. The coaches were de- 
posited along the roadbed, all in an up- 
right position. The engine, released 
from the train, kept going about forty 
rods before it was stopped.

| | LOWDEN’S STATEMENT 


Governor Lowden’s statement, which 
is likely to become, in view of imme- 
diate political possibilities, one of the 
most important documents in connec- 
tion with the 1920 presidential cam- 
paign, follows: 

“This is a bill the purpose of which 
is to suppress, in dry territory, the 
unlawful sale of alcohol beverages, pop- 
ularly known as ‘bootlegging.’ The 
entire state of Iilinois will become pro- 
hibition territory on July Ist next, 
under the present law of congress, 
which was enacted as a war measure. 
An amendment to the federal constitu- 
tion has been adopted which prohibits 
the manufacture, sale or transporta- 
tion of aleoholic liquors. Though that 
amendment does not take effect until 
January, no one, I think, would say 
that if this bill is a proper measure for 


renforcing the amendment it should be 


vetoed because the amendment does 
not take effect for six months. 

“The bill before me prohibits the 
manufacture, sale, or. transportation 
of alcoholic liquors in dry territery in 
Illinois. It is also claimed by the op- 
ponents of the bill that it prohibits the 
giving away of such liquors, even to 


‘guests and members of the governor's 


family in his own home. This is 
stoutly denied by the proponents of 
the bill. They insist that it was not 
the intent of the framers of the bill to 
prevent any one in his own home doing 


‘whatever he would with alcoholic bey.

Text of German Appeal. 

The German note, in which 
Germany agrees to sign the 
treaty with two reservations, was 
received by the president of the 
peace conference at 5 o’clock this 
evening.

arrive at a direct verbal exchange of

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PARIS, June 22.—The latest com- 
munication between the allied and as- 
‘sociated governments and the Ger- 
mans on the peace treaty consists of 
a note by the Germans to the allies, 
dated June 19, and the answer of the 
21. The German. note, 
from Count von Brockdorff-Rantzau to 
M. Clemenceau, is forwarded from Ver- 
sailles by Dr. Haniel von Haimhausen, 
in the name of the German delegation. 
It says: 

“The examination of the four docu- 
ments submitted June 16 to the com- 
missary general of the delegation 
brings out the fact that a certain num- 
ber of concessions are announced in 
the letter and in the memorandun 
which are not found in the text, as 
‘changed by hand. Among the most im- 
portant of these contradictions the 
German delegation has selected the fol- 
lowing: 

“(1.) It is stated on page 7 of the 
memorandum that as Germany is ad- 
mitted to the league of nations she, 
shall enjoy the benefits resulting from 
the stipulations relative to the freedom 
of commerce and transit.

BRUNDAGE’S OPINION 


Attorney General Brundage, in his 
opinion, given to Gov. Lowden,’ said:

Keen “Purnose” in Mind.

Ice is BO that 
we cannot afford to use ice boxes that 
are only one-sixth efficient. We can- 
not afford to be so unthrifty as not to 
know what kind of an icebox we are 
using. The food chamber of an icebox 
is safest when a thermometer placed 
in it reads 40 degrees. If it reads 50 
we should not expect to keep any 
quickly perishable food in it for more 
than one day. Have you tested your 
icebox with a thermometer? | 

A small piece of ice in a fireless cook- 
er will keep longer than in most re- 
frigerators, and can be used to advan- 
tage when we have something that 
should be kept cool and undisturbed, 
or it may be put in the cooker for va- 
rious uses to save opening the ice box. 

Whatever device ér method we may 
use to keep from opening the ice box 
with great frequency, we should adopt 
and one method is to keep as many 
things as we can out of the box. We 
need it for butter which we cannot buy 
daily, for milk, for cooling drinking 
water and other beverages. It is a 
most extravagant thing to open an 
ice chamber and hack off some ice for 
iced tea. Chill the tea: It is more 
wholesome. 

Put a little card over your icebox 
with a pencil attached, and every time 
you open the box make a mark on that 
ecard. At the end of the day count up 
the tallles you have made. There has 
been some loss with each opening. And 
do not forget to notice whether each 
door is as tightly shut as you can shut 
it, especially on your last visit send the
